She  did 
not  stop  at  any  time  to  make  any  further  ^j^rvations  as 
was  tired  and  wanted  to  get  to  bed.  Mrs  ^^B^laimed  this  object 
was  suspended  at  an  approximate  45^  angle,  tCRo  to  2000  feet 
in  the  distance  and  she  viev/ed  lb  steadily  for  about  2 minutes; 
she  lost  sight  of  it  when  her  car  passed  underneath  it.  She 
made  it  clear  on  several  occasions  t-hab  she  did  not  believe  in 
flying  saucers,  but  was  curious  as  to  what  this  sighting  co'ild 
be.
